Osborn 
has called an extra session of the Leg­ 
islature for the 15th of September, to 
devise means for the relief of those 
settlers whose crops have been des­ 
troyed by the grasshoppers.

N ew Y ork, August 29.—The Jour­ 
nal of Commerce says that in Spring 
grade wheat a very good busyness is 
noted, mainly on export account, with 
a stronger prices current.

Winter wheat meets with a fair ship­ 
ping demand, realizing rather better 
prices. 
In d ign ation M eeting. 
Mem ph is, August 29. — A large 
meeting was held last night to express 
the indignation of the community at 
the barbarous murder of the colored 
prisoners taken from the Trenton jail. 
B. M. Estes presided, with ex-Gover­ 
nor Harris, Judge Archibald Wright 
and Charles Chatwesch as Vice Presi­ 
dents. Speeches were made by ex­ 
Governor Harris, Judge Archibald, 
Jefferson Davis, Col. Duncan McKee, 
Gen. Forrest and others, denouncing 
the cowardly 
assassination of the 
prisoners, and calling for the prompt 
nnd most energetic enforcement of the 
law against the perpetrators of the 
deed. Gen. Forrest stated that he 
stood ready to start to-morrow to as­ 
sist the ollicers of the law and bring 
the assassins to punishment. Resolu­ 
tions were adopted, expressing the 
horror and indignation of the commu­ 
nity at the foul crime, and demanding 
of the State Government prompt and 
energetic measures for bringing the 
murderers to justice and relieving the 
Stale, as far as possible from the dis­ 
grace of such horrible crimes, asking 
the Governor to employ the police ex­ 
perts of Memphis 'to assist in captur­ 
ing the assussins and to employ the 
best legal talent in the State to assist 
the Attorney-General in presecuting 
them.

N ew York, August 30.—Mrs. Til­ 
ton is expected in Brooklyn from the 
country this week. 
During the services at Plymouth 
Church last evening, Mrs. Beecher 
was seized by a lit, induced by heart 
disease, and had to be carried out of 
church and home.

A ttem pted Ntsgo Robbery — A llo rse 
Shot anil K illed —P ursuit and Cap­ 
ture ol the Robbers—Ollicers Wouud- 
ed. 
S a n B e r n a r d i n o , August 30.—An 
attempt to rob the stage from Spadra 
to this place was made this morning 
about five miles from town. Only one 
man made the attempt. 
Failing to 
induce Tommy Peters, the driver, to 
stop the stage by bailing him, he 
grasped the reins of the leaders with 
his left hand, and shot with the right 
hand one of the off horses, the shot 
taking effect in the neck. On releas­ 
ing his hold, he fired another shot at 
one of the wheel horses but missed. 
The wounded horse kept bravely up 
for about three and a half miles then 
expired. 
B a n B e r n a r d i n o , August 31—The 
two stage robbers were tracked and 
caught this morning by Deputy Sher­ 
iffs Yager and Mayfield, near Vin­ 
cent’s, Cajon Pass, fourteen miles from 
here. During the night they made a 
desperate attempt to escape.

H erai,i> w e pronounce th is statem ent 
a falsehood The H e r a ld is “a u n it” 
in the interest of Los A n geles valley, 
and belongs to no clique, faction or 
combination. 


M o st of our readers remember that 
about seven months ago a Mrs. 
S tr o n g , residing in Mendocino, was 
murdered. The impression very gen­ 
erally prevailed that the woman had 
been killed by a couplo of men who 
had succeeded in sending her husband 
to the States Prison, and these two 
persons were arrested on suspicion. 
One of them, named G e ig e r , has just 
been found guilty of murder in the 
first degree and sent to the States 
Prison for life. 


Suggestions to the Council. 
The fact that the Council 1ms ap­ 
pointed a committee to fix the com­ 
pensation—to recommend the amount 
of salary—to be paid the City Assessor, 
has induced some considerable com­ 
ment among tax-payers. The im­ 
pression prevails that the salary of the 
City Assessor is fixed at five hundred 
hundred dollars per annum, and this 
impression strengthens toa conviction 
on an examination of the law under 
which our city is governed. 
This 
being the case now as well as when 
the Assessor was elected, the question 
is natural and pertinent: Why should 
an employee—a public servant—re­ 
ceive a larger compensation than that 
for which he agreed to work? The An­ 
swer in the case under consideration 
is that a faithful performance of the 
task imposed could only be done 
through the employment of a greater 
number of deputies or assistants 
than was thought necessary at 
the time of closing the contract be­ 
tween the people and the officer. There 
may be something in this, but just the 
extent of this something is what 
should be ascertained. There is no 
doubt but that the Assessor employed 
the stated number of deputies, but the 
question for the Council to consider is, 
were the services of all these deputies 
actually necessary to a proper assess­ 
ment, and did each deputy devote his 
time to the city’s service or did one or 
all or any of them act as deputy Coun­ 
ty Assessor at the same time,and does 
any one receive full pay from both 
county and city for divided service be­ 
tween the two. 
These are points 
which one of our Councilmen would 
examine very closely if they pertained 
to his private business, why should he 
overlook them when acting as the 
city’s trusted and honored agent? 
It is not difficult to ascertain the 
amount of service performed by each 
deputy Assessor. An examination of 
the names returned by each and the 
extent of time employed in the work 
will determine the question at once. 
There is another matter of considera­ 
ble moment which the Couucil should 
enquire into before paying the Assess­ 
or about three times what he is al­ 
lowed by law,anil that is,has a fair and 
impartial assessment of all property 
within the city limits been made? If 
investigation should disclose that a 
few rich men have almost wholly es­ 
caped taxation, while the many of 
smaller means have been assessed to 
the full value of their property, the 
increased pay of the Assessor would 
show a double wrong—the wrong of 
encouraging official dereliction and 
the wrong of wilfully misappropriat­ 
ing the funds of an overtaxed people. 
In place of appointing a committee to 
fix the salary of the Assessor, it will 
more become the Council to appoint a 
committee to determine how well or 
how ill he has performed his duty. 
The result of that investigation should 
determine the amount of his compen­ 
sation, if anything, beyond the sum 
fixed by law. It is true, and it is a 
pity it is true, that public officers fall 
into the habit of transacting official 
business with a more careless regard 
for the dollars and cents of the peopl§ 
than ever marks their private affairs. 
We venture the remark that not a sin­ 
gle member of our Council would pay 
a clerk fifteen hundred dollars per 
annum who had agreed to work that 
length of time for five hundred dollars 
without knowing whether he had 
earned the stipulated wages much less 
three times the amount. Why should 
he depart from the strict line of busi­ 
ness while in the employ of the city?

Over one thousand dollars 
per mile of the capital stock is already 
subscribed, and the company desires 
and expects the people of the city to 
subscribe thirty-five thousand dollars 
more. With that sum subscribed the 


road will be built equipped and in op­ 
eration within the next six months. 
The Board have investigated the route 
sufficiently to know that the right of 
way will cost comparatively nothing. 
It is known that the length of the 
road wil not exceed fiftecq, miles. The 
route and point at which the road 
will reach the ocean will be given at 
the proper time. This enterprise is 
alive; a glance at the list of Directors 
settles that point. There is business 
activity and tireless energy in the 
Board. They do not belong to the 
“all talk and no cider” class of citi­ 
zens who push a public undertaking 
by holding it back. The scheme of 
the Los Angeles and Coast Railway 
Company is practical and will suc­ 
ceed.

It shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons keeping a public 
house, saloon or drinking-place, either 
licensed or unlicensed, to sell, give 
away or furnish, spirituous or malt 
liquors, wine, or any other intoxicat­ 
ing beverages, on any part of any day 
set apart, or to be set apart, for any 
general or special election by the citi­ 
zens in any election district or precinct 
in any of the counties of this Htate 
where an election is in progress, dur­ 
ing the hours when by law, in said 
district or precinct, the election polls 
are required to be kept open. 
Sec. 2. Any person or persons vio­ 
lating the provisions of this Act, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor.

He c . 44. Every person sum m oned to appear 
and testify before any Board of Registration 
who wilfully disobeys such sum m ons, is 
guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
8K0.45. Every person not entitled tovote,who 
fraudulent ly votes,and every person who votes 
more than once at any election, or know­ 
ingly hands In two or more tickets folded to­ 
gether, or changes any ballot after the sam e 
has been deposited in the ballot box, or adds, 
or attem pts to add, any ballot to those legally 
polled at any election, either by fraudulently 
Introducing the sam e Into the ballot box be­ 
fore or after the ballots therein have been 
counted, or adds to or mixes w ith, or at­ 
tem pts to add to or mix with, the ballots law­ 
fully polled, other ballots, while the sam e are 
being counted or canvassed, or at any other 
tim e, w ith intent lo change the result of such 
election; or carries away or destroys, or at­ 
tem pts to carry away or destroy, any poll 
list, or ballots, or ballot box for the purpose 
oí brenkingup or Invalidating such elections, 
or w ilfully detains, m ut ilates or destroys any 
election returns, or in any m anner so inter­ 
feres with the officers holding such election or 
conducting such canvass, or w ith the voters 
lawfully exercising their right of voting at 
such election as to prevent such election or 
canvass from being fairly held and law­ 
fully conducted, is guilty of felony. 
Hec. 46. Every person not entitled to vote 
who fraudulently attem pts to vote, or who, 
being entitled to vote, attem pts to vote moro 
than once at any election, is guilty of a m is­ 
demeanor. 
Hec. 47. Every person who procures, aids, 
assists, counsels or advises another to give or 
offer his vote at any election, knowing the 
person is not qualified to vote, Is guilty ot a 
m isdem eanor. 
Sec. 48. Every officer or Clerk of Election 
who aids in changing or destroying any poll 
list, or in placing any ballots In the ballot 
box, or taking any therefrom , or adds, or at­ 
tem pts to add, any ballots to those legally 
polled at such election, either by fraudu­ 
lently introducing the sam e into the ballot 
box,before or after the ballots therein have 
been counted,or adds to or m ixes w ith, or at­ 
tem pts to add to or m ix w ith, the ballots poll­ 
ed any other ballots while the sam e are being 
counted or canvassed, or at any other tim e, 
with intent to change the result of such elec­ 
tion, or allow another to do so when In his 
power to prevent it, or carries away or de­ 
stroys, or knowingly allows anot her to carry 
away or destroy, any poll list, ballot box, or 
ballots lawfully polled, is punishable by im ­ 
prisonm ent in tlie state Prison for not less 
than two nor more than seven years.

sam e into the ballot box, or who m arks or 
places any m ark or device on any folded 
Liallot w ith tho view to ascertain tho nam e of 
any person for whom tho elector has voted, 
or who, w ithout the consent of the elector, 
discloses the nam e ol any person which such 
Inspector, Judge or Clerk has fraudulently or 
Illegally discovered to have been voted by 
such elector is punishable by tine—not less 
than fifty or more than five hundred dollars. 
He c . 50. Every person who forges or coun­ 
terfeits returns of an election purporting to 
have been held at a precinct, town or ward 
where no election was In fact held, or wilfully 
substitutes forged or counterfeit returns for a 
town, precinct or ward where un election was 
actually held, Is punishable by im prisonm ent 
In the State Prison for a term not less than 
two or more than ten years. 
S e c . 51. Every person who wilfully adds to 
or subtracts from the votes actually cast at 
an election in any returns, or who 
alters such returns, is punishable by Im­ 
prisonm ent in the State Prison for not less 
than one or more than five years. 
Sec. 52. Every person who uids or abets In 
the commission of any of the offenses m en­ 
tioned in the four preceding sections, Is pun­ 
ishable by Im prisonm ent in tlie County Jail 
for the period of six m onths, or in the State 
Prison not exceeding two years. 
Sec. 53. Every person who, by force, 
threats, menaces, bribery, or any corrupt 
m eans, either directly or Indirectly, attem pts 
to influence any elector in giving Ids vote, or 
to deter him from giving the sam e, or at­ 
tem pts by any m eans whatever to awe, re­ 
strain, hinder or disturb any elector in the 
free exercise of the right of suffrage, or fur­ 
nishes any elector wishing to vote, who can­ 
not read, with a ticket, informing or giving 
such elector to understand that it contains a 
nam e written or printed thereon different 
from the nam e which is w ritten or printed 
thereon, or defrauds any elector at any such 
election, by deceiving aud cuusing such elect­ 
or to vote for a different person for any office 
thut he Intended or desired to vote for; or 
who, being Inspector, Judge or Clerk of any 
election, while acting as such, Induces, or at­ 
tem pts to induce, any elector, either by m en­ 
ace or reward, or prom ise thereof, to vote dif­ 
ferently from w hat such elector Intended or 
desired to vote, he Is guilty of a m isdemeanor. 
Hec. 54. Every person who, with intent to 
promote the election of him self or any other 
person, either: 
1. Furnishes entertainm ent at his expense 
to an m eeting of electors,previous to, ordur- 
ing any election; 
2. Pays for, procures, or engages to pay for 
any such entertainm ent; 
3. Furnishes or engages to pay or deli ver any 
money or property for I lie purpose of procur­ 
ing the attendance of voters at the polls, or for 
the purpose of com pensating any person for 
procuring attendance of voters at the polls, 
except for the conveyance of voters who are 
sick or infirm ; 
4. Furnishes or engages to deliver any money 
or property for any purpose intended to pro­ 
mote the election of any candidate, except for 
the expenses of holding and conducting pub­ 
lic m eetings for the discussion of public ques­ 
tions, and of printing and circulating ballots, 
handbills and other papers previous to such 
election;—Is guilty ol a m isdem eanor. 
He c . 55. Every person who, being a candi­ 
date ut such electloiw offers or agrees to ap­ 
pointor procure thet^ipoiiilm eiit of uuy par­ 
ticular person to offices as an inducem ent or 
consideration to any person to vote for, or 
procure or aid in procuring the election of 
such candidate, is guilty of a misdemeanor.

He c. 57. (§84, 85, 86). Every person who 
gives or offers a bribe to any officer or m em ber 
of anv legislative caucus, political conven­ 
tion, com m ittee, prim ary election,or political 
gathering of any kind beld for the purpose of 
nom inating candidates for offices o f h o n o r, 
trust or profit in this .State, with Intent to in­ 
fluence the person to whom such bribe Is 
given o r offered to be more fav o rab le to o n e 
caudidate than another, and eveiy person

m em ber of either of the bodies In this section 
m entioned, who receives or offers to receive 
any such bribe, Is punishable by Im prison­ 
m ent In the HtHto Prison notlcsstlinii one nor 
inore than fourteen years. 
H e c. 68. Every person who by threats, In­ 
tim idations, or unlawful violence, wilfully 
hinders or prevents electors from assem bling 
lu public m eeting for the consideration of 
public questions, is guilty or a m isdem eanor. 
He c . 59. Every person who wilfully disturbs 
or breaks up any public m eeting of electors or 
others, lawfully being held forthe purpose ol 
considering public questions, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
Hkc. 00. Every person who m akes, offers, or 
accepts any lie! or wager upon Hie result of 
any election, or upon the success or fnilure of 
any person or candidate, or upon the num ber 
of votes to lie east either In the aggregate or 
for any particular candidate,or upon the vote 
to he cast by any person, is guilty of a m isde­ 
meanor. 
h e c . 01. Every person who wllftilly violates 
any of tho provisions of the laws ol this Htate 
rcluting to elections is, unless a different pun­ 
ishm ent for such violation is prescribed by 
lliis Code, punishable by a fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by Im prisonm ent in 
thfwitate Prison not exceeding five years, or 
both. 
h e c . 62. Every person who prints nny ticket 
not In conformity with section one thousand 
one hundred und ninety-one of the Political 
Code, or who circulates or gives to another anv 
ticker, knowing at the tim e that such tleke't 
does not conform to the provisions of section 
one thousand one hundred und ninety-one of 
the Political Code, Is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
E xtracts from E lection Law . 
H e c . 1192. No ticket or ballot m ust, on the 
day of election, be given or delivered to or re­ 
ceived by any person, except the Inspector,~tr 
a Judge acting as Inspector, within one hun 
dred leet oftlio polling place. 
He c. 1193. No person m ust, on the day of 
election, fold any ticket or unfold uny laillot 
which he intents to use In voting, within one 
hundred feet of the polling place. 
H kc. 1194. No person m ust, on the day 
election, within one hundred feet of the pof 
Ing place, exhibit to another, in any m anner 
by which the contents thereof m ay become 
known, any ticket or ballot which ho Intends 
to use in voting. 
H ec. 1195. No person m ust, on the day of 
election, within one hundred feet of the poll­ 
ing place, request another person to exhibit or 
disclose the contenta or any ticket or ballot 
which such other person intends to use in vot­ 
ing. 
h e c . 1196. No ballot m ust be used at an 
election, or circulated on the day of any elec­ 
tion, having any m ark or tiling on the back 
or outside thereof whereby It m ight be distin­ 
guished from any other ballot legally used on 
the sam e day. 
H kc. 1197. No ballot or ticket m ust be used 
or circulated on the day of any election hav­ 
ing any m ark or tiling thereon by or from 
which It can be ascertained w hat person, or 
what class of persons used or voted It, or at 
w hat tim e in tho day such ballot was voted or 
used. 
He c . 1198. Every ticket, when Used as a bal­ 
lot, m ust be folded crosswise from tlie center, 
and us follows: If twelve Inches long, lour 
tim es; if eighteen inches long, five tim es,and 
il twenty-four inches long, five tim es, and 
m ust bo pressed llat. 
Hk c. lliiit. No ticket m ust be folded in a 
m anner to indicate Its contents when used as 
a ballot. 
And It is further ordered that ten days’ no­ 
tice be given of such election by posting lit 
each place of holding such election a copy ol 
the foregoing proclam ation.
